Washington, December 2.—(4)—A 
bristling batch of unfinished business 
and the regular load of routine labor 
awaits the reassembling tomorrow of 
the seventieth congress for its con- 
cluding term ending March 4. 

Only the perfunctory formal open- 
ing with its roll call and immediate 
adjournment out of respect to mem- 
bers who have died during the recess 
is on schedule for tomorrow. Tues- 
day the last annual message of Presi- 
dent Coolidge to congress’ will be 
transmitted and then the decks will 
be clear for the three months session. 

Bet even before the senate swings 
into action again on the pending 
Swing-Johnson bill for construction 
of a dam on the Colorado river at 
Boulder Canyon and the house takes 
up the first of the appropriation bills, 
lea“ers will be busy tomorrow con- 
ferring on tlie fate of two well- 
known campaign issues—farm relief 
and tariff revision. 

Tariff Revision. 

As soon~as the house concludes its 
opening meeting, the republican mem- 
vers of the ways and means commit- 
tee will meet to determine if they 
Shall undertake the upward revision 
of the tariff promised by their party 
oy in the campaign and, if so, 
when. 


- Leaders of both the senate and 


house also are scanning their calen- 
dars to find a place for action at 
this session on a farm relief market- 
ing bill designed to meet the wishes 
of President Coolidge, who last session 
vetoed the McNary-Haugen measure. 


‘+ However, the unfinished and rout- 


ine business promises to keep both 
branches of congress busy well into 
the new year. The senate will have 
before it this week the recently 
negotiated Kellogg anti-war treaty. 
The president is expected to send it 
up for the necessary ratification of 
the senate by Tuesday and Chairman 
Borah, of the senate foreign relations 
committee, already has) issued a cail 
for the committee to assemble Wed- 
nesday for the first consideration of 
the famous peace pact which has the 
signatures of most of the nations of 
the world. 

But the Kellogg treaty as well as 
the administration’s navy bill propos- 
ing the construction of 15 cruisers 
must await the termination of the 
row in the senate over Boulder Can- 
yon dam legislation. Arizona’s sen- 
ators, supported by those from Utah, 
successfully blocked any vote on the 
Colorado river legislation last session 
and another bitter fight, lasting at 
least until Christmas, appears to be 
in prospect.

Fatal Gun Duel on Hape-

WITNESS DESCRIBES 
HEATED QUARREL 


Dispute Said To Have 
Arisen Over Disposition 
of Prisoner; Chief Fired 


Twice. 


Shot to death almost instantly late 
Sunday night by a subordinate officer, 
Chief of Police F. Odell Woods, of 
Hapeville, paid with his life for an 
alleged insult to Robert C. Meadows, 
33, night policeman of that city, in a 
gun duel at South Central and North 
Fulton avenues. 

One shot in the left breast, just 
above the heart, severed the  sub- 
clavian artery and the chief of police 
bled to death. Meadows, in company 
with Fred W. Patton, chairman of the 
police committee of city council, walk- 
ed into Fulton tower and surrendered 
to county police, who are holding him 
without bond. 3 | 

Varied stories of the shooting set 
forth that Woods was enraged at 
Meadows because of what he con- 
sidered his insubordination in refus- 
ing to allow the chief to return a 
prisoner held in Hapeville to Can- 
ton to answer stolen car charges. 

Three Witnesses. 
Chief of Police J. B. Wofford, of 


Canton, and Mr. Patton, together with 
©. L. Vanderford, another member 
of the Hapeville rglice force, were wit- 
nesses to the shooting. 

Saturday night Vanderford had ar- 
rested Ernest Tippins, 15, of Canton, 
for speeding and held him on his in- 
ability to post bond. At the station 
Saturday night, Woods is said to have 
obtained the confession from him that 
he was driving 4 stolen car. 
Telegraphing to Canton, the Hape- 
ville chief confirmed the prisoner's 
story ahd Chief Wofford wired Woods 
to hold the bey until his arrival short- 
ly after noon Sunday.

G.o@elock Sunday nigh 
V/oods telephoned him from ae 
town Atlanta hotel and asked him to 
bring a Hapeville police car to At- 
lanta to take the prisoner, Chief Wof- 
ford, Woods and himself fo Canton.

Meadows said he told his superior 
officer that he could not do this be- 
cause it wasS against ordinances of 
the city to take a city car out of the 
county, and that furthermore he was 
on duty until midnight and could not 
leave. 

To make sure that he was right in 
the matter, Meadows said he called 
Patton and Patton at Fulton tower 
verified his statement. Patton told 
him he was perfectly right in refusing 
to leave his post and be party to 
the transportation of a city car out- 
side the county. 

After he ealled Patton, the latter 
came down town to see the officer, it 
was said, and as the two were walking 
along the street at Central and At- 
lanta avenues, they met Woods in 
company with Wofford. 

Meadows said that Woods called 
him a “dirty, yellow rascal” who did 
not know “who was chief of the Hape- 
ville police department” and _ then 
knocked him to the ground. Wofford 
seized the Hapeville chief. and Mead- 
ows said he arose from the sidewalk 
and began to walk away when he was 
halted. ,

New York, December 2.—‘‘Titanic”’ 
Thompson, “Nigger Nate’ Raymond 
and one or two other witnesses will 
appear before the grand jury Mon- 
day and wind up with their testimony 
the evidence by which District At- 
torney Banton expects to indict three 
men for the murder of Arnold.

Both “Titanic” and “Nigger Nate,” 
participants in the high spade game 
preceding the murder, have spent a 
week in jail before concluding that 
they might as well “talk” and get 
out. As soon as they have testified 
their bail as material witnesses will 
be reduced from $100,000 to $10,000.

of the ready cash. He has not denied 
that he rented and oceupied room 349 
of the Park Central hotel, where 
Rothstein was shot. He has not de- 
nied that it was his overcoat the po- 
lice found in the room: that he flirt- 
ed with Mrs. Ruth Keyes, the blonde 
Chicago cloak model, nor even that it 
was his voice over the telephone that 
summoned Rothstein from Lundy's 
restaurant to the fatal conference. 


Resorts to Silence. 


McManus has preferred to play his 
own game of strategy and let the 
police play theirs. If they know the 
names of the other two men to be in- 
dicted—one of whom shot Rothstein 
unless “Honest George” did it or 
Rothstein committed 
police may know more than McManus, 
for all they have learned from him.

U. S. S. Maryland, En Route to 
Peru, December 2. — (4) — Herbert 
Hoover left Guayaquil, Ecuador, late 
today on the battleship Maryland for 
the second South American country 
of his good-will tour, Peru. 

A party of Ecuadorean officials, 
headed by President Ayora, bade the 
American president-elect farewell on 
board the battleship, accompanying 
him from Guayaquil to the Maryland 
on the cruiser Cleveland. The Mary- 
land lad anchored 70 miles off Guaya- 
quil, the cruiser being used to go to 
that port because of her lighter draft. 

After a brief ceremony and sight 
seeing about the Maryland, President- 
elect Ayora and the Ecuadorean offi- 
cials left the battleship and returned 
on board the Cleveland. The Mary- 
land fhen steamed away for her next 
port, Lima, Peru.

Equator Regions Chilly

Aboard the U. S. S. Maryland, En 
Route to Callao, Peru, December 2.— 
As President-elect Hoover and those 
of us who accompanied him ashore 
at Ecuador wound our way down the 
estuary leading to Guayaquil, most 
of us were very sleepy and somewhat 


| shivery. 


It was a very chilly,day under the 
equator and those who wore their 


tropical clothes- found cause for re- 
gret, 

So far, I pause to say, no one 
aboard the Maryland has _ suffered 
from the dreaded tropical heat, and 
we leave behind us today the warmest 
and most utterly foreign welcome of 
the trip. 

From the moment when we slid into 
sight of Guayaquil, with the crowds 
cheering and waving along the banks, 
we had a sense of breaking with the 
past—of entering a new world. Such 
Central America, as we saw, seems 
now only an exaggeration of the Span- 
ish culture of our own southwest— 
and—-it also seems as though ‘he equa- 
tor has drawn a dividing line between 
the two cultures. 

We felt it in the sampans, with 
their oddly pointed bows and sterns, 
threading in and out among the speed- 
boats and catboats that acted as the 
volunteer fleet of welcome. 

Tropic Beauty, 

We felt it in the broad main sfreet, 
with pillared and shaded balconies, 
from which beauty, lolling on its fore- 
arms, smiled down on us under grave 
black eyes. And in the impressive pa- 
rade of the national troops—the crack 
guards company, whose plumed hel- 
mets and goose steps proved _ their 
training. under German officers, the 
white uniformed infantry which sang 
the national anthem as they stood at 
present arms, and the cavalry on its 
lean Arabian horses—all suggested 
somehow a country with its own pe- 
culiar ways, outlook on problems and 
beliefs. 

Yet the most vivid memory I carry 
away is that of a man, Don Isidra 
Ayora, provisional president of Eeua- 
dor and dictator by foree of cireum-

stances, the man who is striving to 
turn his dictationship back to consti- 
tutional government and democratic 
forms. 

Don Ayora is an eminent physiciar 
whom the military clique installed ae 
the ablest man to run the country ani] 
who, when he came to power, restored 
the government to the civil arm of the 
state. The army faction thereupon 


rose and made him a prisoner, 

“Resign or die,” they said, 

“Then I die,” he responded. 

While the army leaders hesitated. 
another friendly regiment captured 
some of the leaders of the _ revolt. 
There was an exchange of prisoners— 
exile for one or two leaders—and the 
trouble was over. : 

President Ayora practices specially 
as a gynecological surgeon. When he 
and his suite came down from Quito 
on Friday night, one of the members 
was suffering from an ulcerated tooth. 
Don Ayora heard of it. He took his 
coat off, rolled up his sleeves, produc- 
ed his bag of instruments and made 
the patient comfortable in five min- 
utes. 

Educated partly in Europe, the pro- 
visional president speaks good French 
and German and understands English 
He is an Indian«from the Ecuadorian 
mountains. No one could look at him 
for a moment and mistake that. It is 
a fine strong copper-red aquiline face 
—the same type as our Sioux and 
Cheyenne. In fact, his would be an 
ideal face to draw for a young Ogal- 
lala chief, for while he is nearing 50 
he looks 35. 

The grave, courtly Senora Ayora, on 
the other hand, is of full-blooded 
Spanish descent. 

Because of his stabilization of the 
country finances, President Ayora has 
the confidence of most of the leading 
citizens and is rapturously ~+popular 
with the people in general. 

When he and Mr. Hoover showed 
themselves to the populace from the 
baleony of the presidential residence, 
I was standing on an adjoining bal- 
cony and the vivas, shouted in chorus 
like a college yell, nearly knocked me 
off my feet. The people were cheer- 
ing, I felt, not only for their distin- 
guished guest but for their own presi- 
dent, too. 

This surgeon of Ecuador seems-«in 
all his five feet seven inches, a patriot 
and a man. 


SALESMAN SUICIDE 
IN ATLANTA HOTEL 


Macon Man Drinks 
Poison, Slashes Throat 
and Wrists in Hotel 
Room. 


Slashing his throat, both wrists 
and drinking a cup full of bichloride 
of mercury, Clancy Finney, 58, sales- 
man, of Macon, early Sunday morning 
ended his life in his room at a down- 
town hotel, according to police re- 
ports. 

Police said the man, after cutting 
his throat and wrists and drinking. the 
poison, walked to the telephone and 
told the room clerk to send up a bell 
boy with some ice water. When the 
boy arrived he found Finney in the 
throes of death and summoned the ho- 
tel physician, but the salesman died 
in an ambulance en route to Grady 
hospital. 

Finney had been registered at the 
hotel since November 26, officials 
said. No motive has been assigned for 
the man’s act. The physician said 
that the dying man told him he was 
“iust tried of living.” 

The body was turned over to the 
funeral establishment of Sam _ R. 
Greenberg & Co., who removed it Sun- 
day afternoon to Macon for funeral 
services and interment.

IN MACON. 

Macon, Ga., December 2.—(#/)—The 
body of Claneey Finney, who killed 
himself in Atlanta early this morn- 
ing. arrived here tonight. 

Mr. Finney was born and reared in 
Jones county, but had resided in Ma- 
con for many years.

AGED NEGRO LOSES 
LIFE’S HOARD, $100, 
TO HOLD-UP PAIR 


One hundred silver dollars, the sav- 
ings of 65 years, was the price Steve 
“Junn, 85, negro patriarch, paid Sun- 
day night to two masked holdup men 
who lay in wait for him in his home 
at the rear of a Moreland avenue ad- 
dress. 

The aged negro reported to City De- 
tectives Chester and Jones that he was 
returning home late Sunday night 
from a visit to relatives in the sub- 
urbs of the city and that two masked 
men drew guns on him when he en- 
tered his home and commanded him to 
“shell out.” 

Quaveringly, the old negro told the 
men he didn’t have a cent on him, but 
when they threatened to kill him, he 
turned over a sack with 100 silver 


dollars which he had eached at his 


home. He could not tell whether the 


men were white or negroes.

Chilean City Entirely De- 
stroyed by Temblor, Say 
Latest Bulletins; Help 
Is Rushed. 


Santiago, Chile, December 2.—(/)— 
Relief moved out to the living among 
the ruins of yesterday’s earthquake 
today while the official count of the 
dead rose to over 160. Communication 
still was lacking with some towns 
while in several cities the piles of the 
debris thrown down by the shock yes- 
terday morning had been only partly 
probed for victims. 


The greatest devastation fell on 
Talea, an industrial city of 36,000 
population, about 150 miles south of 
the capital. Fifty-seven bodies were 
in the improvised morgue there and 
unofficial reports were that the death 
list would number 100 for the city 
alone. 

Talea Virtually Wiped Out. 

‘“alca virtually was wiped out and 
persons arriving here today said that 
the damage would amount to 100,000,- 
000 pesos (about $12,000,000), Troops 
who were enforcing martial law took 
over most of the food supply to pre- 
vent looting and were rationing it. 
They blocked the efforts of speculators 
to take advantage of the emergency 
by jumping their prices. 

The Talea hospital burned after 
the temblor and the more than 200 in- 
jured were cared for in emergency 
shelters by the physicians and nurses 
who were rushed to the spot at the 
first reports of the disaster. While 
railway communication had been re- 
stored with the stricken district the 
regular schedule was cancelled to per- 
mit relief trains to hurry on their er- 
rands of mercy without impediment. 

Volunteers Aid Soldiers. 

Firemen organizations of young 
men aided the mounted police and 
regular firemen in performing guard 
duty mm Talca. While a special corps 
of workmen was engaged in rigging a 
temporary telegraph line into the city, 
a group of government engineers went 
out to make a careful survey for the 
basis of organized relief work and re- 
habaitation. : 

The relief work had been set ip 
motion in Talca by Minister of War 
Blanche, who flew there in an air- 
plane yesterday and returned last 
night. President Ibanez, who had been 
in the south of Chile, hurried to Talca 
today to lend encouragement to the 
relief workers. The government has 
accepted the aid offered by the Red 


Cross. 
Cruisers Are Sent. 

Three cruisers, which were sent to 
the port of Constitucion by the gov- 
ernment, reported today that the city 
had suffered very greatly. They said 
that many victims were buried in the 
ruins but did not attempt to estimate 
the number of dead. 

In a dozen other cities and villages 
the inhabitants, who estaped when 
their homes were shaken down about 
their ears, were planning to sleep to- 
night in the parks or in the open 
spaces on the outskirts. Lesser shocks

ANXIOUS CROWDS

London, December 3.—King George 

is believed to be dying. 

At 4:30 this morning a bulletin, 
signed by four doctors, showed that 
the weakening of the heart first 
chronicled in the bulletin issued at 8 
o’clock last night persists. 

Besides Lord Dawson, of Penn, and 
Sir Stanley Hewett, his majesty’s reg- 
ular physicians, the latest bulletin 
hears the names of Sir E. Farquhar 
Buzzard, physician-extraordinary to 
the king, not hitherto called into con- 
sultation, and Dr. Whitby, a lung 
specialist. 

At 12:45 a. m. the coming and go- 
ing of physicians and officials at 
Buckingham palace was continuous. 
It was reported without confirmation 
that oxygen was being administered 
to the royal patient. It was under- 
stood that at that hour the queen and 
the king’s two children, who are in 


England, Princess Mary and the Duke 
of ork, were in a room adjoining the 
king’s, awaiting a summons to his 
bedside. 

Sleep Is Bad Sign. 

The sleep mentioned in the latest 
bulletin is not considered a good sign. 
This bulletin stated: 

“His majesty, the king, has had 
some sleep during the last three hours. 
A further consultation confirms the 
opinion expressed in the last bulletin 
and, in spite of the improvement in 
the lung, anxiety concerning the 
strength of the heart persists.” | 

The previous bulletin referred to in 
the one just auoted declared “the in- 
fective process has continued to di- 
minish,” but adds the ominous words, 
“There is a decline in the strength 
of the heart which causes anxiety.” 

Doctors Stay All Night. 

Both bulletins, last night’s and this 
morning’s, indicate clearly that the 
king’s strength is weakening, which 
in such cases is alarming. Public fears 
are not allayed by the fact that the 
monarch’s immediate family are at the 
palace and that the doctors for the 
first time since he was stricken with 
pleurisy, 13 days ago, are in constant 
attendance. 

At 1:30 this morning it was an- 
nounced that the physicians would re- 
main at the palace several hours long- 
er. At that hour, leaving the bed- 
side of the king for a brief period, 
they telephoned to Downing street a 
report of their consultation for the 
information of the cabinet. ° 

When this morning’s discouraging 
news was posted on the railings of the 
palace, the huge crowd hovering 
solicitously outside rushed eagerly to 
read the doctor’s statement of his 
serious state, it was the first time the 
names of two of the physicians who 
signed it have appeared on the bulle- 
tins, although Dr. Whitby, a bacterioli- 
ogist, had previously been consulted 
without his name having been made 
public. 

So far as it is humanly possible to 
foresee, there is no reason to expect 
any important change in the king's 
condition for many hours, according 
to information given out early this 
morning to the press association here 
by palace officials. 

Following a false report of the 
king’s death yesterday afternoon, a 
tremendous crowd gathered before the 
palace gates, where it still remains

Last night the holdup man piloted

Among them was Miss Mary A. Ram- 
sey, of Louisburg, N. C., who hid $250 
in the toe of her shoe and handed out 
just $6, 

A private funeral car was unmo- 
lested.

The commission 
therefore issued licenses and author- 
ized developments which have resulted 
in a marked increase in the use of 
these resources. 

“Due, however, to lack of adequate 
personnel, it could not at the same 
time perform other duties imposed 
upon it by the act—duties which re- 
late primarily to the protection of the 
pub” interest.” 

Because congress at its last session 
failed to enact the commission’s pro- 
posed changes in the federal water 
power act, the commission issued an 
order providing that no application for 
license or amendment of license in 
projects of 100 or more horsepower 
presented unless agreement had 
been reached upon the valuation of 
the property and other matters which 
affect the cost of power to the con- 
sumer. 

The most difficult feature of the 
commission's efforts to protect the 
public in development of water power, 
the report said, has been “the lack of 
records showing what has been ex- 
pended, when and by whom and for 
what purpose.”

Crop rotation, and the terracing 
of sloping lands, will stop floods at 
their source, or at least greatly ar- 
rest their force. F.’L. Duly, an ex- 
pert, writing for the Farm Journal, 
Says most of the Mississippi floods 
can be thus stopped. 

Mr. Duly is of the opinion that 
by coordination this problem can be 
solved to a large extent. 

Not only can floods be prevented, 
or at least reduced to a minimum 
of their present destructiveness, but 


the farm owners will actually save ; 


millions of dollars a year by pre- 
venting the washing away of the 
rich top soil and fertilizer which 
now go down the Mississippi and 
other rivers by tons each year. 

Both crop rotation and terracing 
are practiced to some extent 
throughout the country, of course, 
but their effectiveness is only a 
small fraction of what might be 
achieved. We ought to do a great 
deal more of it along the inland 
waterways of Georgia and the 
southeast. 

To illustrate, Mr. Duly cites re- 
cent tests which show that on mod- 
erately sloping land where corn 
alone is grown 27.4 per cent of the 
rainfall runs off immediately, car- 
rying with it much of the richness 
of the soil, while where corn, wheat 
and clover are rotated, the absorb- 
ent texture of the soil cuts the run- 
off to 14.1 per cent, or approxi- 
mately one-half. ¢< ++ «. 

“In these tests corn lands per- 
mitted five inches more of the rain- 
fall to run off than did clover land,” 
he says. : 

That such a reduction is of vital 
importance can be seen by the fact 
that only one inch of run-off from 
the Mississippi drainage area of ap- 
proximately 1,214,000 square miles,

WEATHER SERVICE. 
“Meteorology in aid of aviation, 
and marine meteorology—two of 
the many activities of the weather 


bureau of the United States depart-| 
ment of agriculture—are discussed, 


by Dr. C. F. Marvin, chief of the 
bureau, in his annual report which 
has just been made public. 

Since 1926, according to Doctor 
Marvin, funds have been included in 
the regular appropriations of the 
department for assigning and main- 
taining on duty at every important 
airport one or more skilled meteor- 
ologists, whose duties require them 
to receive from the central organ: 
ization of the weather bureau the 
fullest possible advices, reports, 
observations, etc., including fore- 
casts and warnings, and to pass 
these on to pilots of airplanes at 
the time of and in accordance with 
the flight immediately in contem- 
plation. 

The basis of advices and warnings 
to pilots is necessarily derived from 


% the great network of meteorologi- 


_ eal stations that has been built up 
by the weather bureau throughout 


past years. In some cases_ these 
Stations are rather widely disirib- 
uted. Moreover, observations are 
made regularly only at 8 a. m. and 
8 p.m. For the needs of aeronau- 
tics, more intensive and special sta- 
tions are required, especially in cer- 
tain regions. To make provisions 
for this 137 ground stations have 
been established at frequent inter-

This brings the total appropria- 
tions for new construction during 
the present year on the longer haul 
telephone circuits of the Bell system 
to $49,038,000, as compared with 
$36,406,000 expended during last 
year, the previous record year.

Then, with the exception of re- 
publican dealings with the southern 
states, congress held itself fairly well 
within the limits of its constitutional 
rights and authority. It had not con- 
strued its powers to embrace many 
subjects of public service and welfare 
that now are legislated upon and ap- 
propriated for in every session, and 
that are expanding with every ses- 
sion. 

There was then no department of 
agriculture headed by a secretary sit- 
ting in the president’s cabinet. That 
came toward the end of Cleveland's 
first administration in 1889, 


The department of commerce and 
labor was set up in 1903 under Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and ten years later, 
in 1913, was separated into the two 
departments of commerce and of la- 
bor, each with its own secretary sit- 
ting in the cabinet. 

And now there is clamor for more 
departments and cabinet ministers!

Stanford and Oregon Aggies 


Show Versatility That 
Cannot Be Matched.

New York, December 2.—-( Special.) 
There was a time when the east took 
the football claims ot the Pacific 
coast somewhat lightly. When euast- 
ern teams went west and took their 
beating, which they usually did, there 
was the old claim of the 3,000-mile 
trip and different weather conditions. 
But this time the far west has come 
to Atlantic coast and continued the 
walloping, making it even more deci- 
sive. These far-western teams have 
now beaten eastern teams on both 
coasts, the Pacific and the Atlantic, 
and having run out of oceans they are 
now waiting for the next rebuttal the 
east will have to offer. 

Oregon State and Stanford, by 
smashing both New York university 
and the Army, rated among the strong- 
est eastern teams, have now shifted 
the burden of proof on the east. In 
these last two games in New York 
the two far-western teams played fast- 
er football, harder football and a much 
more interesting variety of football to 
look at. 

Attacks -Versatile. 

The attack whith Oregon State and 
Stanford hurled against the two east 
ern ‘teams carried far more versatility, 
far more interesting football than any- 
thing the east has shown. This was 
especially true in the case of Stan- 
ford’s fine team. 

Stanford . surpassed 
both speed and power. 
ner’s brilliantly coached team

vantages, Stanford also injected the 
element of craft and cunning, of con- 
tinued deception, with delayed plays, 
fake passes, fake threats and cross 
bucks, leaving the Army defense al- 
most hopeless, as much as Oregon 
State left New York University’s. 

The conservatism of the east can no 
longer laugh off this big advance in 
the possibilities of modern football. 
The far-west has shown that contin- 
ued deception in attack is just as im- 
portant as speed and power-—eyen 
more so. And the east must come to 
this same football plane or it will 
continue to be overwhelmed. 

East Up Against It. 

The east is up against it, anyway. 
The man power, the material which 
the western teams have thrown into 
action seems to be above the eastern 
brand. An active outdoor life the 
greater part of the year, practically 
all the year, is bound to prove its a 
vantage in the course of time. 

Certainly the Army, New York uni- 
versity and Notre Dame were three 
fair representatives of ‘football this 
side of the Rocky miountains. Yet 
three coast teams, two of them play- 
ing in the east, scored 80 points—in- 
cluding 12 touchdowns—through the 
detenses setup against them. 

Far-western football at least looks 
a lot smarter ‘than eastern football 
and when the two sections meet far- 
western football does a much greater 
amount of damage. The: fact is that 
the far west has taken a big jump on 
the east and also on the mid-west. It 
has moved to an advanced stage. 

Stanford’s Line. 

Stanford had a great line Saturday 
—a big line, a fast line, a smart line 
and an aggressive line. It left the 
Army line overwhelmed. In addition 
to this what eastern or mid-western 
coaches could feed out such a march 

backs as Hoffman, Fleishhacker, 
t Tilton, Sims, Lewis, Simkins and 
Fentrup? And yet it must be remem- 
bered that Stanford was beaten 10-0 
by Southern California and that Stan- 
ford had to battle bitterly and des- 
perately to tie California, after trail-

The Army had battled through one 
of the toughest schedules in the coun- 
try and had turned out a fine job all 
year. But this was also Stanford's ! 
eleventh game of the season, and only 
a week before Stanford had to play 
itself out to tie California in a tradi- 
tional contest and then travel 3,000 
miles to face this final game.

Car- 
negie Tech beat Pittsburgh, George- 
town and Notre Dame. N. Y. U.’s 
one big achievement was the defeat of 
Carnegie. 

Also a crushing victory over Col- 
gate. Pennsylvania had a fine team, 
and Pennsylvania lost only one game, 
but among her victims were Penn 
State, Chicago, Columbia and Cornell, 
who could not be rated any too high 
up, as all four had an extremely sour 
season. 

Boston College failed to lose a game. 
But Boston College had only two 
rivals of class to beat—Navy and 
Holy Cross. And Navy was a differ- 
ent football team later on. Boston 
College had a strong team, with such 
stars as Weston, McGuirk, Murphy 
and Smith, but the schedule wasn’t a 
testing one.

To Inaugurate 36-Hour 
Cross-Country Flights 


Big Monoplane Will Car- 
ry 32 Passengers, Build- 


_ er Announces at Chicago 


Aero Exposition.

- Chicago, December 2—(/)— Anthony 
Fokker, who has built 11.000 airplanes 
since 1911, has designed a giant 32- 
passenger monoplane which will be 
put int ooperation on a 36-hour trans- 
continental flying schedule between 
New York and the Pacific coast next 


year. 
Announcement of the Fokker Air- 
eraft corporation's plans for building 
the new air leviathan on a production 
basis was made today, by Herbert 


Reed, secretary-treasurer of the cor- 
poration, in the presence of the Dutch 
designer at the international aeronau- 
tical exposition here. 
. Fokker, whose new six-passenger air 
yacht was placed on exhibition for the 
first time last night, spent the day 
strutting around his newly-designed 
product, receiving the congratulations 
of friends and pilots. He smiled broad- 
ly as Reed made the announcement 
Fokker’s latest plans—the largest 
plane in America for coast-to-coast 
travel. 

The luxurious air liners, the first of 
which is now under construction at 
the Fokker plant in Hasbrouck 
Heights, N. J., are to be similar in 
general appearance and construction 
to the Fokker planes used by Com- 
mander Byrd across the Atlantic; 
Lieutenants Maitland and Hegenberg- 
er to Hawaii, and the Southern Cross 
flight from California to Australia. 

They will be much larger, however, 
and will be powered with four engines 
arranged in tandem pairs under the 
wings. No engine will be placed in 
front of the fuselage, giving the pilot 
a clear view at all times: Fokker said 
full flight could be maintained on any 
two of the motors. 


The cabin space available for pas- | 


sengers will be 34 feet long with a 
width of 9 feet and an average height 
exceeding 8 feet, according to Reed. 
Two lavatory compartments, fitted 
with toilet, with basin, running water 
and other conveniences, will be pro- 
vided. A kitchen with complete elec- 
trie cooking installation and steward's 
pantry is included, 

The cabin will be arranged in four 
compartments, each 6 feet 3 inches 
long and equipped with eight com- 
fortable lounge chairs and two tables. 
Four Pullman type berths, each 42 
inches wide, can be substituted for the 
seating arrangement. The “Flying 
Pullman” will be used for night flying

over two sections of the trans-conti- 
nental route. 

The planes will have a high speed 
of 145 miles an hour, Fokker said; 
will climb 1,400 feet from the ground 
in the first minute, and maintain a 
maximum altitude of 18,000 feet. The 
span of the wing will be 100 feet, and 
the over-all length of the ship 65 feet. 

Fokker said he hoped to be able to 
turn out the giant ships at the rate 
of two each month in the Hasbrouck 
Heights, N. J., factory, which will be 
devoted to this construction work. 

He said that line production of the 
planes has been planned as soon as 
possible. Engineering work has already 
been completed, and construction of 
the first plane started behind closed 
doors. 

The transcontinental air route is to 
be operated by Western Air Express 
and the Universal Air lines, without 
any cooperative arrangement’ with 
railroads, the announcement said. 

The International Aeronautical ex- 
position, at which the announcement 
was made, saw thousands of persons, 
many of them veteran pilots, but 
most “air-minded”’ citizens, mill 
through the exhibition halls inspecting 
SO American airplanes, varying in size 
from tiny sport planes to the huge 12- 
passenger transport to be used on the 
Transcontinental Air Transport, Inc., 
air-rail route from New York to Los 
Angeles early next spring.

“Members of the Safety council ad- 
dressed the letter to the mayor, and 
I feel that he should issue any state- 
ment regarding it,” Mr. Murphy said. 
“The police committee of council and 
the g@lepartment will be glad to coop- 
erafe in any way possible to reduce 
the number of accidents, and will as- 
sist, as it has.in the past, in any 
move designed to accomplish this end.” 

Neither Judge Callaway nor Chief 
Beavers would make any comment 
prior to a conference with the mayor, 
which will take place today. 

There were 1,994 accidents in At- 
lanta during the first ten months of 
the year, causing 39 deaths, injury to 
1,155 persons and property damage 
of $496,825, according. to figures re- 
leased by the council. 

So far this year there have been 
4,207 arrests for traffic law violations 
as compared with 6,756 for 1927 and 
6,299. for 1926.
